11:31). and. they are reserved 
to the day of executive judgment (Sec- 
ond Peter 2:9) and are then brought 
forth from their graves (Job 21 -'9- 
30) Acts 24:25; Jno. 5:28, 29) to" be 
destroyed by the fire that purifies the 
earth, after the second coming of 
Christ 


"That literal fire is employed as 


the means of the destruction of the 
wicked, is made positive from, state- 
ments found in Rev. 20:9 and Matt 
25:41, but that "fire is understood as 
everlasting in its effects and not in 
duration, was shown by First Thess 
1:7-9, where it is said tfiat the wicked 
will be "punished with everlasting de- 
struction." 


"Note the result of the punishment 
as brought out in the following state^ 
ments of Scrinture. Pror. 10:25 savs 
that the wicked- shall be no more Psa 
37:9, 
10, 20, 34 jsays, that the wicked" 
shall not he: their place shall not be. 
they shall be consumed, as the fat of 
lambs, into smoke. Mai. 4:1-3 says, 
no part of them is to be left: Satan, 
the root, the wiefcea. as the branches 
are all to be 'burned up. root and 
branch.' Further proof that the ex- I 
pressions 'everlasting fire" and 'eter- ' 
nal fire' do not mean eternity in point 
of duration, but in effect is found in 
Second Peter 2:6. v.-5ere it is said 
that, as Scdom and Gomorrah, the 
wicked will be likewise turned into 
ashes, and that the 
fate - of those 


wicked cities is a fitting examole of 
those who should afterward live Tin- 
sodly. Matt. 2-5:41 informs «s that 
the wicked are to be seat into the Ere 
that will be prepared for the Devil 
and hjs angels, and Rev. 20:9, says 
~this~fire eomeS'down'-npon'fhem" from 
God, out of heaven, while they are on 
the earth. Jesus calls 
the 
earth, 


when in this burning condition, a 
'furnace'. (Second Peter 3:7, 10) Matt 
13:41, 42.) 


"Lexicographers give v* the infor- 


mation that the expression 'forever' 
is an expression of time, sometimes 
limited, sometimes unlimited. 
With 
this the Bible is in complete harmonv. 
For examBle, Exodus 21:6 conveys 
the thought of lifetime, Jonah 2:6 
limits it to three days, and First Sam. 
1:22 
sneaks of it as the life time of 


Samuel. That the expression relative 
to Satan's torment is a limited time 
is seen by comparison of Zech. 14: 
4-7 and Re^. 21:25 with Eze. 2S:11-19. 
Satan will be kept in the furnace of 
fire longer than Eis followers, since 
the Scriptures say thai every man 
shall oe rewarded according to 
his 


works. Satan suffers for the sins of 
the righteous, as is shown In his po- 
sition as anti-typical scapegoat in the 
sanctuary service. Yet he will finally 
be "brought to ashes in the sight of 
all them that behold Kim.' (Eze. 


"By this process of burning, 
the 


earth is to be cleansed from the ef- 
fects of sin. It will then &e renewed 
by the power of God, and the universe 
is again clean. Then the blessed in- 
.Itation 'Come ye blessel of my fath- 
er, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
yon from the foundation of the world,' 
will be given to those that have left 
all and followed the Saviour." 


The speaker then closed her re- 


marks with the admonition found in 
Luke 21:36: ''Watch, therefore, and 
pray always that ye may Be accounted
